Ing a bribe has been indefinitely
Jengthened by its lalest sensation—
the Introduction of John Helms as a
witness for the prosecution Helms l
testified yesterday that he had been
directly authorized by the president

of the Uniled Railroads to follow Wm
J. Burns, head of the prosecution’s
secrel service Jdepartment. In addi-
tion, he charged that Wm. M Abbott,
ol the United Railroads legal depart-
ment, made an arrangements with .
A. Platt, then a Burns agent, whereby

Platt, In consideration of 2200 per
month, furnished the witness with
coples of DBurns' private and official

papers from Bumns’ office.

When Helmg resumed the stand to
day, Assistant Distriet Attorney Fran
cis J, Heney asked him to relate the
arrangements made by him to shadow
Burns. Helms said he paid Platt his
money in saloons, Platt, he sald, was
fnown to Abbott and Helms as “No.
22" He sald the United Railroads
paid him $10 a day and expenses, in-
clnding the hire of an automobile

Helms testified that William M Ab-
bott told him that the prosecution was
trying to get Platt to go before the
grand jury and that he wanted him
(Helms) to induce Platt to sign an
affidavit to the effect that he (Platt)
had ceased to work for the United
Railroads before the office of Burns
hecame officially attached to the dis-
trict attorney's oflice.

Platt, sald the witness, signed the
afMdavit, and latey after leaving town
through fear of being called before
the grand jury, signed a second one
which was more satisfactory to Ab
bott

In reply to questiong by Earl Rog-
ers’ cross-examination of the defense,
Helms said he had been a detective
for slx vears and a Unlted States sec-
ret operative for two years before he
went to work for the United Ralil
roads

“Ion't you recall that the day you
were employed to engage motoreveles
wis the very day that Boxton testi
fied he had been instructed by Burns
to perjure himself?" asked Rogers.

Mr. Heney objected to this ag an
incorrect and an improper statement
and it was not answered.

“Did you tell Mr. Abbolt that Barns
had once put counterfeit money - in the
pocket of a man he wanted to get?”
agked Rogers

“I did not,” replied the witness

“Did Mr. Abbott tell you Burns had
men in the employ of the United Rail-
roads?”

“He did not know it. T also know
that the United Railroads had no men
in BDurng' oflice "’

“That's it,” agreed Helms.

At this point, Heney and Rogers
beecame involved in an altercation re-
lating to the investigation of secref
service men by Congress.

Constantinople, May 20 —The mem
bers of the chamber of deputies took
oath this afternoon, In the presence
of the Sultan, to uphold the constitu-
tion of Turkey and protect the sheir-
at and the rights of the nation, A
great crowd gathered outside the
building and gave an ovation to Me-
hemed V., when he appeared upon the
scene. Accompanied by the grand viz-
ler, his majesty ascended the presi
dential tribune. He then handed his
speech to the grand vizier, who rea.l
it. The made reference Lo
the good existing between
Turkev and all foreign powers and
the desire of Turkey (o strengthen
these tieg. Referring to the disturb-
ances in Asfatic Turkey, the Sultan
expressed his keen regret, and gave
agsurance that they would not occur
again. This passage made a goold im-
pression. The reading of the address
was punctuated by applause and
ejaculations of “Inshallah.”

At the conclusion of the speech, his
majesty repeated his oath to uphold
the copstitution and the grand vizier
administered the oath to the varfous
ministers and Jdeputies individually.

St. Johns. N. F., May 20—The grip
of the ice on the steamers Mongolian
and Prospero, which were surround-
ed off the entrance to St. John's har-
bor, remained hard and fast at dawn
today, and swhile neither steamer was
in any immedlate danger of being
cither crushed or pushed ashore, and
the flve hundred passengers on- the

The limits of the great ice field
could not be seen from the summit
of the highest hill on the coast, but
extended to the norizon.

The night on board the Mongolian

that the officers assured everyone tne
shore could be reached easily and that
ample warning would be given if the
stout slde of the steamer showed
signs of yielding to the pressure of
the ice. Fireman Herman and other
persons went out over the ice during
the early morning and many were
sent ashore.

Many of the passengers recounted

steamer yestérday as she neared the
coast until hemmed in on every slde,
further progress was completely stop-
ped.

The little steamer Prospero tried to
break through tne ice at the harbor’;
entrance and open a lane for the
large steamer. Many of the passen-
gers, bound to Halifax and Philadel-
phia on the Mongolian, though the
Prospero would at least reach them
and perhaps enable them to land and
there was much disappointment when
the ice pack was seen to gather stead-
ily around the little steamer until she
also succumbed to its mighty pow-
el

During the forenoon today, it was
noticed that the ice was jamming
close to the shore, foreing the ships a
trifle to the southward. Many climb-
ed Telegraph hill, the edge over-look-
ing the scene, but there was no sign
of clear water for at least twenty-
five miles, while reports from the
north stated that every bay, harbo:
and .inlet was choked with lce.

The weather today was favorable

‘Twenty or More Persons
Injured by Dropping
From Second Story

Chicago, May 20.—Twenty o1 more
persons were injured, some of thew
seriously by dropping from second
story windows in a fire starting {rom
a gas explosion, which destroyed the
Toledo flats, Sixty-fifth street and
Minerva avenue, here today

The property was damaged to the
extent of 75,000, The first explosion
occurred in the basement, and was
followed by others in various parts of
the building. Flames burst forth In
several quarters and halls and stair-
ways.

The occupants of the flat on the sec
ond floor rushed to a window, one
woman holding her yearold baby in
her arms. Screaming and leaning far
out of the window, she dropped her
hoy, who fell safely into a dozen up-
stretehed arms. Mrs. Udegraff herself
then climbed out, and after hanging
to the rail, dropped. She was seny
ionsly injured.

Mrs. A. Elmore, also a tenant, was
infured badly by jumping from a sec-
ond-story window,

John Miller, janitor of the building,
and Mrs., Catherine Carmody. a ten-
ant, were geverely burned, Mrs. Car-
mody and an elderly woman, whose
name could not be learned, jumped
from a second-story window

The explosions blew out nearly ev-
ery window in the building and the
. entire bullding was soon a mass of

MECKLENBURG CELEBRAT
IS INTERRUPTED BY
CLOUDBURST

Causes Panic Before Stand on Which President Taft Is Reviewing Parade
—Chief Executive, With Thousands of Others, Is Drenched but
Smiles While Rain Pours Down—Speaker Comments on
Declaration of independence of May 20, 1775

Charlotte, N. C., May 20.—A clond
burst broke over the clty this after-

crowd gathered in front of the stand
on which President Taft was review-

ing the Meckienburg celebration pa-
rade. No one was seriously hurt,

In the midst of the excitement and
the fleeing throng, one of the big in-

a live electric light wire.- The wire
sagged almost to the heads of the
people beneath. To add to the turmoil
and danger there was a loud report
and a blinding flash not fifty yards
from the reviewing stand. Just what
cansed the explosion is not known.

The crowd scatterad in all diree-
tions. Men and women rushed for the |
shelter of the President’'s stand and
the Presldent stepped to one side lo
give ags much room asg possible. The
tremendous downpour of rain was soon
beating its way through the canvas
roof of the stand and almost directly
over the President's head, a )'.:w:n'i
pool of water gathered, threatening to !
break down the covering. A man rush-
ed up, and cutting a hole in the can-
vas, let the water down In a perfect
flood This prevented any furthe)
trouble than the partial drenching of
Umbrellas were of lit:
tle avail acainst the torrential rain.
After the first mad rush for cover, the
crowds were soon quieted. The elee
tric power was cut off and the excite-
menl was soon over. The!President
did not seem to mind the experience
In the least. He stood smiling while |
the rain poured down. Thousands of |
men and women \ere drenched to the
gskin and many pretty costumes were
ruined utterly.

The parade was near-$ts conclusian;
when the cloudburst came. The Pres-
jdent remalned until the last bedrag-
gled float went by, and then was driv-
en back to his hotel for a change of
clothing.

Charlotte, N. C., May 20.—President
Taft and party arrived here at 10:156
a. m., from Petersburg, Va

Mr. Taft was greeted by an im-
mense throng which had gathered at
the Segpthern Rallway station. A heavy
rain fell during the morning, but
ceased just before Mr. Taft reached
the city. It required the services of
soveral companies of militia to keep
the cheering crowds at the depot in
check as the president alighted and
made his way to a walting carriage
Mr. Taft. accompanied by Captain Ar
chibald Butt, his millitary aide, was
met at North Charlotte by a local
committee. Interest in the President’s
visit to Charlotte at this time center-
ed in the attitude he would take to-
ward the Mecklenburg declaration of
independence. .

Mr. Taft takes the position that, re
gardless of the exact language of the
declarations made in May, 1775, a full
vear before the signing of the Jef-
ferson declaration at Philadelphia,
July, 1776, the fact remains that there
was a declaration of independence on
the part of the citizens of North Caro-
lina.

“It is not so material as to the ex-
act language used,” said tire President
today. *“The measure of a declara-
tion for the principles of clvil liberty
and self-governme ¥ i8 not so much
the abuse of the denunciation of the
former controlling power as the pro-
visions made for the future form of
governmenl. The impressive thing
was that the North Carolina proposli
tion is the sensible way the people
of the state, after deciding to sever
refations with Great Britain went
about the matter of setting up a gOV-
ernment of their own They appoint-
ed,select men, provided for their mill:
tary officers, their courts and forms
of legal procedure, Tt showed not
alone a desire for liberty, but the abil-
ity te govern and a thorough knowl-
e.i:o of the subject.

Mutilated Body of Little
Girl Found in Park
in Los Angeles

Tos Angeles, May 20 —Evidence of
a flendish outrage and murder was dis-
closed when the mutilated body of
little Annie Poltera, nine years oM,
who attended school in Hollywood,
was found today in a secluded spot 40
feet from the roadway in Grifin Park,
near this city. The little girl’s throat
had been cut from ear to ear, her
clothing torn in shreds from her body:
and she had been outraged. The lit-
tle girl had been  missing from the
home of her father, John A. Poltera, a
chicken rancher, sinee last Monday.

The girl lelt Los Felt school last
Monday afterncon to go to her home.
The route law along the edge of the
park for some distance. When the
child failed to reach home that even-
ing, the family became greatly alarm-
ed, and immediate search was insti-
tuted but the Los Angeles authorféies
were not notified of the disappearance.

The baly was discovered today by
Jasper Sheffer, an employe of the
park.
